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The international application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. In coming to this 00 
conclusion the International Searching Authority has found that there are different inventions as follows: 

1. Claims 1-9 is directed to a radioactive dose dispensing device including control means to control a mix of 
radioactive stock solution and dilution solution. It is considered that the monitoring the radioactivity of a mix 
by radiation detection means comprises a first "special technical feature". ^ 

2. Claim 10 is directed to a method of automatically dispensing a dose of radioactive solution. It is considered 
that the steps providing the device with a radioactive stock solution and dilution solution and using a computer 
software interface to control the dispensed dose comprises a second "special technical feature". 

These groups are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept, that is, they do not have any common 
inventive features, which define a contribution over the prior art. The common concept linking together these groups 
of claims is controlling a mix of radioactive stock solution and dilution solution in a dispensing device. However this 
concept is not novel in the light of US 591 1252A. Therefore these claims lack unity a posteriori. 
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
